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Plan to Increase Army 
GSC List Opportunities 


Serious consideration is being given by 
the War Department to a plan under 
which opportunity for training for higher 
command duty and admission to the Gen 
eral Staff eligible list may be extended 
to all officers who desire to participate 

It is generally recognized that to the in 
dividual otlicer of the Army the problem 
of getting to the Command and General 
Staff School and having his name placed 
on the General Staff eligible list has be 
come a parumount consideration, The 
conditions now are such that there are 
a large number of qualified officers who 
never will be able to attend, due to the 
restricted enrollment and the age limit. 
In the majors grade alone oa critical 
grade, for they are approaching the age 
limit it is estimated that about o2 per 
cent never will be given the higher train 
ing and the hope for future assignments 
and advancement given thereby. There 
thus exists a situation whereby thou 
sands of officers will attain the age limil 
and be shut off from such training at a 
time when they still have TS more yeurs 
of service in the Army. The emphasis 
ziven to this training and to the General 
Staff Eligible List is such that these 
officers feel that failure to achieve it 
irrevocably cuts them off from the pros 
pects of reaching the heights of their 
cureer, 

Yet the situation is not entirely hope 
less. The present tlow of officers into the 
serviee could be trained and graduated 
at the Command and General Stalf School 
well within their age limits and all would 
run smoothly if it were not for a block of 
about 120) officers (similar to the World 
War hump on the promotion list) which 
ulways will be just behind enrollment 
und unable to make the grade before 
reaching the age limit.

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* Debate Efforts to Regulate Naval Construction Upon Treaty Expiration 


Thursday midnight the London Naval Treaty of 1930 expired. There is no more 
quantitative limitation on either building or possession of warships. The sea powers 
are once again at liberty to build without restriction, as far as numbers are concerned. 
They are restrained only by the capacity of their national purses. In the following 
editorials, newspaper editors debate the future efforts to regulate naval construction. 


“Quite a sharp naval controversy might have arisen out of the British desire to 
retain in active service a number of ships due to be scrapped under the terms of the 
London Naval Treaty, which expires at the end of this month,” declares the Phila 
delphia Ledger. 

“But just as this is no time, according to British opinion, to scrap serviceable 
vessels, it is no time, according to any reasonable opinion, to raise controversies over 
It is necessary and desirable, on the contrary, to show that treaties do not

“The British Government pleaded the ‘deteriorization of the general international 
situation’ to save some 40,000 tons of destroyers and 20,000 tons of light cruisers from 
scrapping. The United States might have argued that there is no visible naval build 
ing in Germany, Russia or anywhere else which threatens Britain's overwhelming 
superiority aud justifies the retention of those destroyers and cruisers, 

“The United States might also have contended that the British move is unfair 
to this country, since we have no cruisers to save from scrapping and 20,000 tons of 
destroyers are no mateh for 20,000 tons of cruisers. We have entered objection—but 
apparently only for the sake of the record to Japan's retention of submarines due to 
be scrapped, for the treaty made no provicion for matching destroyers against sub 
marines, 

“Tt also seems worthy of note that the treaty might have been allowed to expire 
Without any ship scrapping whatever, and no one would have been able to do anything 
about it. That course was avoided as an example to the world that some nations keep 
their word even in cases where no punishment would follow violations, 

“In the earlier davs of naval treaties, differences of opinion over details or in 
terpretations were bitterly and publicly contested. Mutual accusations were not 
Uncommon, and one nation or another was often left dissatistied with the outcome. In 
this case there was sweet reasonableness all around. Et is hoped that those nations 
will be duly impressed which believe that the best thing to do about a treaty is to 
break it.” 





On the other hand, the Washington Hvrening Star says “nothing could more 
graphically illustrate the nervous tension prevalent throughout the world today than 
these measures looking to maintenance of naval strength at the fullest: permiss' ble 
treaty limits. Conditions both in Europe and Asia amply justify great Britain and the 
United States in taking them. Until war psychology and actual threats of conflict cis 
appear or are substantially diminished, there is slender hope that either limitation or 
reduction of naval armaments will again become practicable. Indeed, with the resi ric 
tion principle now scrapped, the international horizon beclouded as it has not heen 
since 1914, there is reason to fear that a new era of competitive building may be just 
around the corner. It is disquieting but inevitable prospect.” 


“The experiment at limitation still seems, as it seemed in 1922 one well worth 
making and one which was in many ways hopeful as well as useful.” comments the 
New York /erald Tribune. “But, now that it is over, one cannot help wondering 
whether without it there would have been any more or more expensive nayal tonnage 
in the world today than we now actually see about us.” 


“The stepped-up rate of naval building which the new naval treaty does nothing 
at all to impede is one part of the general rush in rearmament and is one index to the 
political and military position, and has been generally if gloomily accepted,” the Balti 
more Sun states. “This ‘backward race’ in the saving of vessels which just possibly 
might have a use in war if it came soon enough is another and even more disturbing 
tip. Construction will not be checked, of course, but the economy of over-age ships, but 
in the competition in their retention there is a sinister suggestion that governments 
fear trouble may find them before their new programs have been completed.” 


Stating that the end of effective naval limitations has been foreseen for at least 
two years, the Washington Post says that “the only note of encouragement is found in 
the fact that the London government is scrupulously complying with the terms of the 
treaty although it will expire at the end of this month. 

“Not only is the naval treaty expiring. Its safeguards for peace are disappearing 
under circumstances so ominous that the world’s greatest sea power feels it impera 
tive to retain five obsolete cruisers. The decision in London, unopposed in Washington 
and Tokyo, gloomily emphasizes the tragic failure of cooperative disarmament at a 
season when this failure is the more ironic.”

(Continued from First Page) 
of the mechanization and rearmament 
programs, and provision for additional 
man-power on mobilization by increase of 
the National Guard and the creation of 
an enlisted reserve. The Marine Corps’ 
chief need is additional personnel to man 
the Fleet Marine Force. 

In addition to these concrete proposals 
for augmenting defense forces, there will 
be others, which though less apparent, 
even more vitally affect the National De- 
fense, in that they pertain to the morale, 
the fighting efficiency, of the armed forces. 

New legislation to effect reforms in the 
promotion system now in effect in the 
Navy is expected to be before the naval 
committees before the first session ends. 

Enlisted men of all the armed services 
will be watching the President’s budget 
message and subsequent congressional 
action as to the reenlistment allowance. 
First withheld by the Economy Act, each 
subsequent session of Congress has denied 
payment of the allowance during the com- 
ing year, despite the repeal of practically 
every other economy provision. Payment 
of the allowance will be resumed next 
July 1, unless legislation is passed extend- 
ing it for another year. 

Also of great importance to the en- 
listed personnel is proposed legislation 
soon to be submitted to the President by 
the Veterans’ Administration to increase 
the peace-time disability pensions, giving 
additional compensation based on rank 
and length of service. By giving a greater 
measure of security to the non-commis- 
sioned officers of the services, this pro- 
posal is considered to be of vital im 
portance to morale. A project considered 
of great importance by the Army is its 
need for additional funds for grades and 
ratings. With the increasing mechaniza- 
tion of the Army, it is difficult to retain 
skilled aviation, automotive, radio and 
other technicians on a pay scale estab- 
lished for the old Army. 

The law passed late in the last Con- 
gress authorizing the taxing of gasoline 
sold on military reservations greatly 
aggravated a situation which had already 
become a burden to the commissioned 
and non-commissioned officers of the ser- 
vice. In recent years it has become an 
absolute necessity for officers to own an 
automobile and use it constantly in the 
course of their official duties. Last year, 
the late Representative John J. McSwain, 
chairman of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, was st udying the problem and 
he intended to introduce legislation to 
compensate such personnel for the use of 
their car. It is expected that someone 
Will sponsor a bill on this subject this 
year. 

Another measure which will probably 
be put before Congress is for extension of 
the income tax exemption on war pensions 
to retired pay. A bill to this effect was 
introduced in the last Congress but died 
Without action, principally, it is believed, 
hecause of faulty drafting or faulty in- 
terpretation, which led to a confusion as 
to its effect.

War Department to Change New Blue Uniform 


The War Department announced on 
Thursday that further study will be 
given to the question of the blue uniform 
and advised that officers not purchase 
any of the optional blue uniform ap- 
proved some months ago until a final de- 
termination is made. 

There is a belief, it was said, that a 
single blouse is not practicable for use 


with several uniforms and that therefor |

With the commissioning of new ships, 
additional airplanes for the carriers and 
enlisted personnel to man all of the ves- 
sels, will be required. An increase of 5,- 
000 men has been asked by the Navy, 
bringing the total strength to 105,000 by 
the end of the year. Another increment 
to bring the plane strength up to the 
treaty Navy requirements will also be 
pressed. Undoubtedly there will be a 
movement in Congress to bring about a 
resumption of the construction of large 
dirigibles for the Navy, a problem which 
is now before the Navy General Board. 
Funds will be sought for the construction 
of a new ship model basin, in accordance 
with an authorization bill passed at the 
last sesion of Congress. 

The failure to secure bids to build a 
large floating dry dock within the limit of 
cost of $10,000,000 appropriated by Con- 
zress will throw this controversial proj- 
ect back on Capitol Hill next year. 
Several members of the House subcom- 
mittee on naval appropriations oppose the 
project, which some declare to be solely 
for the purpose of better fitting the Fleet 
to operate in Far Eastern waters. 

A major project before the House Na 
val committee will be the drafting of new 
basic legislation for the Naval Reserve. 
Last year when the Navy Department and 
the U. S. Naval Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion disagreed sharply over the character 
of new legislation, the committee held the 
matter over until this year, with the hope 
that legislation satisfactory to both the 
Department and the Reserve officers 
could be drafted. A conference of De 
partmental officials and Reserve officers 
wis held this Fall and a new bill was 
prepared which promises to meet with 
favor of all concerned. On the basis of 
the report of this conference new legisla- 
tion has been drafted by the Bureau of 
Navigation which is now being whipped 
into final shape in the Judge Advocate 
General’s Office preparatory to being sub- 
mitted to Congress. Representative John 
J. Delaney, chairman of the House naval] 
subcommittee on the Reserve in the last 
Congress states that he expects to start 
hearings on a new naval reserve bill 
within the next few weeks. 

One of the principal items in the Army 
budget will be the number of planes to be 
purchased next year. The Army hopes to 
reach the approved strength of 2,350 
planes within the next two years and will 
have to secure a considerable increased 
allotment of new planes over the current 
year if this objective is to be attained. 
Adequate provision for continuation of 
the program for modernization of the 
Field Artillery, for the rearmament of 
the anti-aircraft defenses, further 
mechanization of the Cavalry and Infan 
try and further motorization of the In

fantry, and the general rearmament pro- 
gram covering new weapons for all arms 
will also be asked. 

Representative Faddis, veteran member 
of the House Military Committee, stated 
this week that he intended to press for 
legislation for an enlisted reserve for the 
Army. The importance of the creation of 
such a Reserve to offset the aging of 
World War veterans, was stressed in the 
annual reports of the Secretary of War 
and of the General of Staff. Funds will 
probably also be sought to carry out the 
provisions of the Wilcox aerial coast de- 
fense act and for Army housing generally. 
Last session, an Administration sponsored 
bill to authorize $30,000,000 in housing 
failed of enactment. It is expected that 
this measure will be reintroduced, and in 
view of the activity of several members 
of the House Military Committee in in- 
specting Army posts recently, it will prob- 
ably be greatly increased in total, 

At the last session, the Ilouse Military 
Committee approved a bill repealing the 
prohibition against the sale of liquor on 


Army posts. It is expected that this 
measure, which was not further con 
sidered, will be again before Congress. 


Another problem which was up last year 
and will certainly be given more or less 
attention this , is that of a Federal law 


prohibiting schools and colleges from 
making military training a required 


course of study for their students, 


Army Surgeon General’s Report 

The annual report of Maj. Gen. c. TR. 
Reynolds as The Surgeon General of the 
Army contains a resume of the health 
conditions in the Army during the calen 
dar year 1935 and a general report of the 
Medical Department activities for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1936 

Among the outstanding features of the 
report are: 

“The practical eradication of typhoid 
fever. During 1935 there were but four 
cases of typhoid fever in the entire Regu 
lar Army, all in the Philippine Islands, 
three being white soldiers and one a Fili 
pino, the only fatal case being that of 
the Filipino. This record of typhoid in 
the Army is remarkable when it is con 
sidered that the Army occupies garrisons 
throughout the United States, and in 


Alaska, Hawaii, Vhilippine Islands, 
Panama, Puerto Rico, and China. Much 
of this lessened typhoid rate has been 


due to general sanitation, but the use of 
typhoid vaccination, which was started 
in the Army in 1910, is believed to be the 
most important factor in lowering the 
typhoid rate 

“The gastro-intestinal diseases, the old 
‘camp diseases,’ the scourge of military 
concentrations, have now given way to 
the respiratory group of diseases and in 
time of peace, as during the World War, 
constitute the great problem before mili 
tary sanitary units. While there were no 
epidemics of importance during the past 
year, respiratory diseases such as the 
common cold, bronchitis, tonsilitis, and 
minor epidemics of influenza, ranked high 
in the disease rates 


“Venereal diseases in the Army have 
shown a steady downward trend since 
active control measures were adopted 
about 1910. Since that time the rate per 
thousand of admissions to sick report for 
these diseases has been reduced from 
about 10 to about 35 

“Of the malarial fevers, nearly sixty 


per cent of admissions occurred in 





Panama. The admission rate in Panama, 
however, has declined fifty per cent since 
1911. 

“There has been no yellow fever in the 
United States since 1905 and in the Canal 
Zone there has been no indigenous case 
since May, 1906. 

“The leading causes of death were, in 
order, automobile accidents, suicides, air- 
plane accidents, diseases of the heart and 
arteries, tuberculosis and pneumonia. 
Each of these causes has decreased dur- 
ing the past five years except diseases of 
the heart and a.teries which have shown 
a considerable increase during that 
period. 

“The bed capacity of the Army hos- 
pitals is about 11,800, with nearly 5,000 
in the large general hospitals. During 
the past year over 17,000 surgical opera- 
tions were performed with 95 deaths, 
representing a case fatality rate of 0.55%. 

“The health of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps has been quite satisfactory 
during the past year. While the admis- 
sion rate is considerably higher than that 
of the Regular Army, this is to be ex- 
pected because of the youth and inexperi- 
ence of the enrollees, their susceptibility 
to measles and mumps, and the nature of 
the work in which they are engaged. 


“The mean strength of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps during 1985 was 
about 394,000. There were but 102 cases 


of typhoid fever in the CCC during the 
calendar year and many of these were 
probably infected before enrollment. The 
Civilian Conservation Corps has been 
peculiarly free from epidemics during the 
past year. There were 360 cases of tu- 
berculosis in this Corps, which is con- 
sidered fairly low considering the groups 
from which these men were drawn. The 
Army has recently inaugurated a system 
of rapid-fire X-ray examination of the 
chests of applicants for enrollment and 
about 7,000 white and colored boys were 
examined by this method of disclosing 
tuberculosis of the lungs which cannot be 
detected in the ordinary physical exami- 
nation at the time of enrollment. The 
rate so disclosed was seven per thousand 
in white men under thirty years of age 
and eight per thousand in colored men; a 
higher rate prevailed among the veteran 
enrollees, Better living conditions in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps have been 
very beneficial to the health, and im- 
provement has been noted in the physique 
of enrollees. It is usual for the average 
enrollee to gain about four pounds during 
the first month of service and about seven 
pounds during the first six months.”

GSC Eligible List Plan 
(Continued from First Page) 
list less than 400 have had actual Gen- 
eral Staff assignments. 

This latter reasoning has led to a 
growing sentiment, though it has not yet 
reached the formal stages, for the total 
abolition of the General Staff Eligible 
List. Advocates of the plan assert that 
the list performs no necessary function, 
but does mitigate against morale on the 
part of those not eligible. If there were 
no list, they hold, the same types of ofli- 
cers still would be selected for staff duty, 
while with the list that are many 
hundreds carried on it who never will be 
so assigned. Without the list the same 
qualified officers would be given the same 
higher assignments and advancement but 
those not selected would not feel that 
they are entirely shut off and would con- 
tinue in a competitive spirit to attempt 
to merit the top jobs. It would do away, 
they asserted, with that let down in pro- 
fessional morale which is so liable to 
occur if they know positively that their 
peace time future is hopeless. 

It is not believed, however, that this 
latter suggestion is involved in the plan 
under consideration by the Department. 
The active proposal, about which an an- 
nouncement may be expected within a 
few weeks or a month, probably will re- 
tain the eligible list but will aim 'to place 
upon it, without limits all who can 
qualify.

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Congress Military Committees 

With a young and active, yet experi- 
enced chairman at its head, a busy time 
is anticipated by the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee in the coming Congress. 

Succeeding the late Representative 
John J. McSwain at the head of the group 
upon the organization of the House next 
week will be a veteran of the past seven 
congresses who only this week turned 
forty-two years of age — Representative 
Lister Hill of Montgomery, Ala. A young 
lawyer only a year or two out of school 
in 1917, Mr. Hill served during the World 
War as a provisional lieutenant of In- 
fantry and returning to the practice of 
law after its close, was elected to fill a 
vacancy in the 68th Congress. An active 
member of the Military Committee since 
his entrance in the House, he has ac- 
quired a wide background of knowledge 
concerning the Army and National De- 
fense which he is constantly augmenting. 
Only this Fall, accompanied by Army leg- 
islative advisors, Chairman Hill made an 
airplane tour of military posts through- 
out the country to obtain first-hand, up- 
to-date information as to the problems to 
be faced during the coming session. 

The new chairman will be heading a 
veteran group of legislators. There will 
be only four vacancies to fill. The death 
of Mr. McSwain, the defeat of Represen- 
tative Numa F. Montet, La., in the pri- 
maries and the retirement of Representa- 
tive William N. Rogers, N. H., to make 
an unsuccessful bid for the Senate, leave 
twelve Democrats from last year, while 
the Republican contingent, losing only 
Representative Harry ©.

Coast Artillery Personnel 

During the fiscal year 1936, the enlisted 
strength of the Coast Artillery Corps 
was increased approximately 50 per cent, 
Maj. Gen. A. H. Sunderland, Chief of 
Coast Artillery, has reported. 

“While no new units have’ been 
formed, the strength of existing units 
has in many instances been greatly in- 
creased,” he said. “As a consequence, a 
greater number of officers is required for 
duty with troops. 

“Due to a rather high rate of attrition, 
the number of oflicers newly commis- 
sioned in the Coast Artillery Corps has 
failed to compensate for losses sustained 
during the last two years. The total com- 
missioned strength was 46 less on June 
30, 1936, than it was two years prior to 
that date, and there is every indication 


that the downward trend will continue, 

“The demand for officers for duty other 
than with branch has steadily increased, 
The resulting shortage for branch duty 
is borne entirely by troops in the conti- 
nental United States. Overseas garrisons 
are maintained with full quotas of offi- 
cers, and 28.9 percent of Coast Artillery 
officers are continuously on foreign ser- 
vice, a proportion higher than any other 
branch. Details to duty other than with 
branch therefore falls upon an already 
depleted corps of officers, since these de- 
tails must be taken from the remaining 
71.1 percent of officers of the Coast 
Artillery Corps. 

“The combination of increase in en- 
listed strength, decrease in total com- 
missioned strength, and increase in the 
number of officers on duty other than 
with branch has resulted in a serious 
shortage in officers for duty with troops 
in the United States. While every ef- 
fort is exerted to maintain an adequate 
number of officers with troops without 
depleting other activities too much, it is 
evident that the only real solution to the 
problem is an increase in commissioned 
strength.” 

Discussing the maintenance of ma- 
terial, he stated: 

“Funds available for the maintenance 
of seacoast fortifications have been quite 
inadequate for a number of years. An 
increase of $46,000 will become available 
in the fiscal year 1937 for maintenance 
of fire control systems, and an additional 
$25,000 has been allotted to preservation 
of Ordnance material. These additional 
amounts will alleviate an unsatisfactory 
condition, but adequate funds for the pre- 
vention of deterioration should be forth- 
coming for the protection of a great na- 
tional investment. The value of our sea- 
coast fortifications is approximately 
$400,000,000. The total amount available 
for maintenance in the fiscal year 1937 
is $1,177,621 or approximately three 
tenths of one percent of the total value. 
When it is considered that normal 
civilian maintenance of plant is three per- 
cent, the inadequacy of seacoast defense 
maintenance funds is realized.”

Transport Chaumont Sails 

The Navy Department announced this 
week that the naval transport Chaumont 
sailed Monday, Dec. 28, from Chinwang- 
tao, China, for Shanghai, to carry out her 
scheduled itinerary as she returns to the 
United States She will arrive at San 
Francisco, Feb. 6, 1937, as arranged in 
her original schedule. 

The Chaumont which ran aground off 
Chinwangtao Dec. 16 was floated at 2:30 
A. M., Dee. 26. An incomplete examina- 
tion by divers showed that apparently 
the ship had suffered no damage to her 
propelling machinery and rudder and 
had sustained little, if any, structural 
damage to her hull. 

The Chaumont arrived at Shanghai 
Dec, 30, and will depart Jan. 5 for Hong- 
kong. She will sail from Hongkong Jan. 
& arrive at Manila Jan. 11 and depart 
Jan. 13. After calling at Guam, she will 
arrive at Honolulu Jan, 28 and at San 
Francisco Feb. 6. 

At the time of the accident, the Chau- 
mont, in command of Capt. Robert A. 
White, USN, was enroute from Manila to 
Chingwangtao with passengers and cargo 
for delivery to the Army and Marine 
forces stationed at Tientsin and Peiping, 
China, The thick weather that is likely 
to prevail in the winter on this coast is 
understood to have caused the mishap. 

The Chaumont is a ten thousand ton 
vessel, built for the Shipping Board in 
the World War. Her loaded draft is 23 
feet, and tons per inch of immersion are 
rated at 44. The approaches from the sea 
to the entrance of Chingwangtao in thick 
weather are regarded as difficult on ae- 
count of the very gradually shoaling 
water, extending for several miles to the 
east, west, and south. The currents 
which set both easterly and westerly, ac- 
cording to the state of the tide are re- 
garded as being of partly indeterminate 
strength and direction. The breakwater 
at the harbor mouth is marked by a 
lighthouse but this is of no assistance to 
mariners in fog or snow. The sailing 
directions state that the shore is not 
easily recognizable and that in winter, 
bad weather is likely to be encountered. 
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The prevailing winds in winter are from 
the west. The rise and fall of the tide 
is five and a half feet, high tide occurring 
only once in twenty-four hours. The flood 
tide sets to the west and the ebb to the 
east. The latitude is 39° 55’ north and 
longtitude 119° 36’ east. The ocean bot- 
tom is sandy. 

Chingwangtao exists as a port on ac- 
count of extensive coal mining in the 
general vicinity. The pier, breakwater, 
and engineering plant were designed and 
built under the direction of former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago.

Navy-Marine Corps Selection 
(Continued from First Page) 
publication.” 
Representative Scott is not alone in his 


demand for publicity for the General 
Board report. Several influential news- 
papers, among them, the Washington 


Kvening Star and New York J//erald- 
Tribune reported that the public and 
members of Congress are demanding that 
the Navy personnel report not be sup- 
pressed, 

“Irked by the secrecy with which the 
Navy Department shrouds the promotion 
report of the Navy’s general board, mem 
bers of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs are threatening to make a demand 
in Congress for full publicity,” the New 
York Herald-Tribune said. 

“The complaint of the House members 
is that the report of the general board, 
which is the advisory body to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and through him to 
Congress, in respect to promotions in the 
Navy and the Marine Corps, is open only 
to a selected few whose opinions are 
sought. 

“The critics of the policy of secrecy 
hope the Navy will make the general 
board’s report public, but if this hope 
is not realized they are contemplating 
legislative action modifying the promo- 
tion system, * * * 

“The lawmakers are not disposed to 
question the soundness of the general 
board’s conclusions, but they insist 
strongly there should be no mystery, 
since mystery is disturbing to the morale 
of the commissioned officers of the Navy 
and the Marine Corps. 

Claude A. Swanson, Secretary of the 
Navy, is said to be opposed to the policy 
of secrecy, but as yet he has not come out 
for publicity against the judgment of 
seasoned Navy officers who believe the 
general board’s policy is justified.” 

The Rvening Star said: 

“With the opening of Congress only a 
week away, interested officials are grow- 
ing apprehensive over the continued 
secrecy shrouding the General Board's 
report on the promotion system in the 
Navy and Marine Corps, and members 
of the House Naval Committee were rep- 
resented today as threatening a demand 
in the legislative halls to make the ree- 
ommendations fully public. 

“It is known that many oflicers in the 
service are apprehensive over the con- 
tinued secrecy of the General Board's 
findings. Newspaper men at the depart- 
ment have tried, without success, to have 
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the authorities release only the board’s 
report at this time, leaving the recom- 
mendations of the bureaus for a later 
date. Many officers feel that the recom- 
mendations—whatever they may be 
may be ‘railroaded’ through Congress, be- 
fore the public has an adequate oppor- 
tunity to scan and discuss them thor- 
oughly.” 


Honor Admiral Standley 


A dinner in honor of Admiral William 
H. Standley, USN, Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, who retired from active duty 
Dec. 31, 1936, was given Tuesday night, 
Dec, 29, at the Army and Navy Country 
Club by over 200 officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps on duty in the Navy De- 
partment. 

Admiral Standley will leave Washing- 
ton tomorrow night for Norfolk where he 
will board the USS Wyoming which will 
take him to California. He will make his 
home in San Diego. 

Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, USN, 
Chief of Navigation, served as toust- 
master at the dinner. In his introdue- 
tory remarks, Admiral Andrews said in 
part—-‘We are gathered here this eve- 
ning to do honor and to wish godspeed 
not only to a Chief of Naval Operations 
who is completing a distinguished ca- 
reer of 45 years of naval service, but to 
a brother officer, who, during his entire 
service, has enjoyed the wholehearted 
admiration and affection of his seniors 
his juniors and others with whom he 
has been associated. 

“T have been directed by the Tresi- 
dent of the United States to express 
his felicitations and best wishes to our 
guest of honor, and to compliment him 
upon his years of splendid service and 
to say that he joins with us in best 
wishes for Admiral Standley.” 

Admiral Andrews read the following 
ietter from the Secretary of the Navy: 
“My dear Admiral Andrews: 

“T have just received the very kind invita 
tion extended by you on behalf of the friends 
of Admiral Standley to attend the dinner to 
be given him on Dee, 29. 

“T regret exceedingly that I cannot be pres- 
ent on this occasion to express my high ad 
miration and affectionate regard for the guest 
of honor. 

“The entire career of Admiral Standley, cov- 
ering a period of forty-five (45) years of ac 
tive service in our Navy, has been marked by 
distinguished service and absolute loyalty. 
His sound judgment, constructive thought, ef- 
ficiency and energy as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions have resulted in improvement and ad- 
vancement of our Navy. 

“My long association with Admiral Stand 
ley has convinced me that he possesses to a 
marked degree the two highest characteris- 
tics of a man—both capacity and character, 
Ile leaves with my affectionate regard and 
very highest esteem. 

“Will you please express to those present 
my sincere regret upon Admiral Standley’s 
retirement and my best wishes for his con- 
tinued success, health and happiness. 

“Very sincerely yours, 
“(signed) Claude A. Swanson.” 

The toastmaster, in the course of his 
remarks, paid a tribute to the late Capt. 
Halsey Vowell, USN, who had taken 
an active part in promoting the dinner 
of last evening. Speaking of Captain 
Powell, Admiral Andrews said, “If keen 
knowledge of one’s profession, efliciency 
in the performance of duty, and a 
churming personality are the attributes 
which go to make a splendid officer and 
gentleman, then it can be well said that 
the old adage, “The dread archer’s dart 
loves a shining mark,’ has again been 
verified.” 

In his main address of the evening the 
toustmaster paid tribute to Admiral 
Standley as one of the outstanding 
stilor-diplomats of this generation. Re- 
ferring to his work on two conferences 
for the limitation of armaments, <Ad- 
miral Andrews said of the guest of hon- 
or, “Here he proved himself a diplomat 
as well as a Naval oflicer in winning the 
respect and admiration of all his associ- 
ates, and in bringing home a treaty by 
which we lost no ships, but one under 
which we can build our Navy to meet 
the needs of this nation.” 





And again, referring to Admiral 





Staundley’s contribution to the new era 
of Naval construction, Admiral Andrews 
said, “Prior to our guest’s of honor tak. 
ing office as the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, the Navy had been in the dol- 
drums so far as naval construction was 
concerned. Other nations had_ forged 
ahead, and we were beginning to take 
place as a very poor third among the 
nuvies of the world. With the inaugura- 
tion of President Roosevelt, who imme. 
diately made known his interest in the 
Navy, the stage was set and the time 
ripe for the Navy to come into its own, 
Admiral Standley seized this rare op 
portunity. With his dynamic energy 
and sound judgment, he planned and 
preached his ideas regarding additions 
to the Navy and the replacement of 
ships so logically that, as a result, we 
have built and building a Navy which 
should be second to none. His inspiring 
leadership, his knowledge of his profes. 
sion, and the results which he has ae. 
complished during this period have been 
such that in future years we may well 
refer to the “Standley Era” as we do 
now to that period of the early Eighties, 
aus the beginning of a new Navy.” 

Admiral Standley was introduced by 
au 4-In yell, followed by the chorus from 
“Old Sailors Never Die.” Following a 
brief address by Admiral Standley, he 
was presented with a bakelite plaque. 
At the top of this plaque is the four- 
starred flag of a full admiral. In the 
center is a four-starred shield carrying 
the inscription “Who is worthy carries 
the palm.” On each side of the shield is 
a signal hoist drawn in the appropriate 
colors for the signal flags employed. 
One thig hoist is a signal to “Cease Ex- 
ercises,” and the other signal is the most 
cherished in the Navy and means sim- 
ply “Well Done.” At the bottom of the 
plaque is the inscription, “With All Good 
Wishes From All Ilands.”

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Field Artillery Developments 

“The increase in grades and ratings 
for enlisted men has permitted a ma- 
terially increased effectiveness in organi- 
gation by providing more adequately for 
certain specialties, particularly motors 
and communication,” Maj. Gen. Upton 
Birnie, jr., Chief of Field Artillery, states 
in his annual report. 

“The new carriage for the 75-mm. 
(French) gun, MIS97A1, was approved 
standardized as the M2,” he said. “Its 
test probably was the most exhaustive 
ever given artillery material in our ser- 
vice, and included road tests of over 4000 
miles. 

“The initial lot of new carriages has 
benn manufactured and is being issued 
to active batteries of the Regular Army. 
Additional carriages will be manufac- 
tured during the fiscal year 1937, and 
issued similarly.” 

The 155-mm. Tlowitzer is being 
equipped with pneumatic tires for high- 
speed traction, he stated, and proved 
“very satisfactory” during the past year. 
All active batteries of this material in 
both the Regular Army and the National 
Guard will be equipped with this Howit- 
zer early during the fiscal year 1937, he 
added. 

Discussing training in the Field Artil 
lery, Major General Birnie said: 

Troop Training 

“The training of troop units of the 
Field Artillery, Regular Army, has pro 
gressed most satisfactorily. There is 
commendable activity in fire direction. 
Service practice is developing with re 
newed emphasis on the tactical aspects, 
which too often have been overlooked or 
neglected in the past. Motor transport 
has stimulated training and aroused 
keen interest among all grades. Advan- 
tage is being taken of the opportunities 
offered to train the Field Artillery in 
cooperation with the supported troops of 
other arms. 

Field Artillery School 

“The Field Artillery School has con- 

tinued to fill its important functions in a 


highly commendable manner. Although 
the facilities of the School still are in- 


complete, the new construction thus far 
accomplished has placed the School in 
better condition than ever before. The 
organization of instruction is perfected, 
the instructional staff is of a high order, 
and the courses at the School are sought 
by all who are eligible for them. The 
texts are being improved constantly, and 
constitute a system of training literature 
of the highest quality, one which can not 
fail to have a profound effect not only 
on resident instruction at the School, but 
upon training throughout the arm. The 
Extension Course of the Field Artillery 
School is on a high plane, and is being 
improved constantly. Aside from its 
functions of resident instruction and the 
preparation of extension courses, the 
School is active in developing new and 


improved technical methods, tactical 
doctrine, and methods of instruction. 
The Field Artillery is proud of its 
School. 


Field Artillery ROTC 

“Unusual progress has been made dur- 
ing the year in the Field Artillery ROTC. 
Heretofore, and for many years, there 
have been twenty Field Artillery units. 
During the year nine new units were au- 
thorized and their establishment initi- 
ated. One small unit was withdrawn. 
Thus the new total is 28 units. The full 
effect of this increase will not be felt 
until 1940, at which time it is estimated 
that the total annual product of Field 
Artillery ROTC graduates will have in- 
creased from approximately 1100 at 
present to 1500. All of the new units are 
truck-drawn. In addition, a certain num- 
ber of the old units are being partially 
motorized. It is anticipated that the new 
total of 28 units will comprise 7 horse- 
drawn units, 11 units having both motors 
and horses, and 10 truck-drawn units. 
Certain old units desire complete con- 
version to motors if and when authorized 
by the War Department. The former 
Strength of 20 units comprised but one 
motorized unit, the remaining 19 being 
horse-drawn. This change in transport 
Will have the desirable effect of bringing 
the Field Artillery ROTC product some-

The Coast Guard cutters George W. 
Campbell and Cayuga will be assigned to 
the Cadet Practice Cruise for 1987, and 
the Champlain, Mendota and General 
Greene will be assigned to the Interna- 
tional Ice Patrol for the 1937 season, with 
the Pontchartrain as a standby vessel, it 
was announced this week.

TO THE SERVICE AND THEIR individual members, THe ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL extends its hearty wishes for a happy and prosperous New Year. 


TO THE PRESIDENT AND A CONGRESS well aware of the menace of foreign 
war, the AkMy AND Navy JourRNAL submits the above list of service needs for 
enactment at the coming session. Whatever neutrality legislation may be adopted, 
the fact remains that it can be effective only if the United States be prepared 
to back it up by force. Embargoes were decreed by Jefferson and observed under 
Madison. They were flaunted by Europe and American exporters, and were a 
contributing cuuse to the War of 1812. In the light of history, of our own recollec- 
tions of the World War, Ethiopia’s conquest, of China’s suffering from Japanese 
aggression, of the unoflicial interventions of Kuropean powers in Spain, it is 
obviously the duty of the President and the Congress to execute that provision of the 
Constitution requiring the Federal Government “to provide for the common defense.” 
Enactment of what we call our priority list as above will make such provision. Up- 
ward revision of Service pay long has been a recognized need; action to this end 
should not be delayed, The morale of the Navy, the Marine Corps and the Coast 
Guard demands the adoption of promotion systems which will assure justice to all 
oflicers. Changes in existing systems should be made in the light of day and with 
full opportunity for Service knowledge, which means immediate publication of 
the report of the General Board. Recognizing the value of unified Service opinion 
back of administration suggestions, the Commandant of the Coast Guard wisely 
is keeping his service thoroughly informed on every step he contemplates. The 
Navy Department ought to follow his example. For required material, the Army 
should be granted suflicient funds for progress in its motorization, mechanization 
and rearmament programs, the Navy, for replacement of combat vessels and for 
the construction of needed auxiliaries, and the Air Corps, for the acquisition of the 
personnel, airplanes and equipment determined to be necessary by the Baker 
Board. For the enlisted personnel there should be restoration of the long withheld 
reenlistment allowances (the single remaining relic from the 19383 economy era), 
liberalization of retirement laws, and, especially, reasonable compensation for 
career enlisted men disabled before retirement. National Guard increments to 
attain the unit strength which the value of this component to the nation calls 
for should be provided. Funds should be granted for 14 day active duty tours 
three years out of five for Reserve oflicers of the Arms, and for a like period 
two years out of five for oflicers of the Services. In addition, 1,000 reserve 2d Lieu- 
tenants should continue to have a year’s tour of duty with the Regular Army, 
50 of whom to receive permanent commissions in that Establishment. There should 
be legislation for the expansion and training of the Naval Reserves, including the 
Fleet. Volunteer and Merchant Marine Reserve. Many Service widows draw pensions 
upon which they cannot exist much less live: a rich government owes to its servants 
decent eare of their relicts. The growing use by officers and enlisted men of their 
privately owned automobiles in order to discharge their official duties now consti- 
tutes virtually a pay deduction. In all fairness there should be compensation for 
such use, 


WE ARE PLEASED TO REPORT A CONDITION of harmony prevailing in the 
War Department, which speaks well for the efficient conduct of Army affairs. In 
the past there have been times of friction and controversy which have affected the 
efficiency and morale of the personnel and caused disquietude throughout the coun- 
try. Happily this is not now the case. There is teamwork between the General Staff 
and the several Arms and departments, with the Secretary acting as the leader. The 
Air Corps, which, since the World War, has been fighting for the recognition its 
importance justifies, is now attaining it. The creation of the GHQ Airforce, the 
Sharper definition of the duties and responsibilities of the Chief of the Air Corps, the 
flight tour of air stations made by General Craig, and the appointment of an air officer 
as a Brigadier General of the Line, preliminary to others in the future, have shown 
this Corps that the rest of the Establishment appreciates its value as an equal partner 
in preparing for and discharging military missions. The House Military Committee, 
in consequence of its investigation into Army affairs, has become more familiar with 
the work of the General Staff, and is in a frame of mind to give it its trust. The sev- 
eral Arms know they can expect fair treatment, and the departments which have been 
responsible to Mr. Woodring when Assistant Secretary, feel that as Secretary he 
understands their problems, and in his decisions is animated by a sincere purpose to 
do what is best for the Army as a whole. With such a satisfactory situation prevail- 
ing, with unity in support of the legislative recommendations to be made to Congress, 
with the Secretary excellently equipped by reason of his service in the subordinate 
as well as present office to advocate them, it would seem that the 1937 session will be 
profitable in the achievement of measures helpful to Army efficiency. The only fly in 
the ointment is whether the President will continue Mr. Woodring in his Cabinet. The 
Army hopes he will.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Neutrality Legislation—The coming session of Congress will witness an interesting 
battle between the President and Congress on the important question of the kind of 
neutrality legislation to be enacted. The delicate situation which prevails in Europe, 
the Civil War in Spain, and Japanese aggressions in China, have developed an intense 
fear that general war will break out into which the United States will be drawn. 
Senator Vandenberg and largely the pacifist group in both Houses are urging that 
mandatory provisions for embargoes upon American trade and tra vel shall be imposed. 
The President is insisting that the legislation shall be exclusively permissive, so that 
he can apply an embargo where and when he deems necessary. It is the idea of the 
mandatory advocates that if the President be obliged by law to take given measures 
the nation or nations affected cannot complain, but that if he act in accordance with 
his own personal judgment, protests may be a preliminary to war. In behalf of execu- 
tive discretion, it is pointed out that the President from the time of the foundation 
of the Government has had direct charge of our foreign relations, has information 
denied to Congress, and is thus better equipped to protect the interests of the United 
States. Moreover, the importance of confiding permissive power to the President is 
stressed by the Supreme Court in its recent opinion upholding the law in the case of 
the Chaco war between Paraguay and Bolivia. Finally, it is pointed out that in 
foreign eyes, action, whether by law or by presidential decree, would not be regarded 
aus of any consequence ; the act would be looked upon as the act of the United States, 
and this government therefore would be held responsible. The saner among the Sena- 
tors und members, concerned over the foreign situation, hold that the proposed legis- 
lation must be drafted with the utmost care, since involved in it are the vital princi- 
ples of freedom of the seas, our trade with neutrals as well as belligerents, possible 
abandonment of our age long insistence upon neutral rights, and our own need for 
materials should we ourselves become involved in war. In our Civil War, the North 
was forced to buy supplies abroad, and in connection with the southern blockade 
adopted the continuous voyage doctrine, and upheld that principle during the World 
War. During the war with Spain we bought cruisers and other supplies in England. 
When we entered the World War, huge quantities of horses, clothing and foodstuffs 
were purchased in neutral countries, including Spain, for the supply of the AEF, and 
for our home requirements. Should the United States embark upon the embargo 
policy—a policy which caused great distress and almost a revolution in New England 
during the war of 1812—it will establish a principle which can be turned against us 
in the future. In order to demonstrate that legislation, however drastic, cannot pos- 
sibly close all the doors to trade, the State Department made public the fact that it 
granted a license to an American exporter for the sale to the Madrid Government of 
airplanes which had been sold as junk by the Army Air Corps. Justifying its action, 
the Department explained that the law in force did not apply to civil war. As the 
President is in control of Congress, there is no question that his views will prevail, 
and that he will receive permissive authority to maintain our neutrality. In order 
that his acts shall be respected he will accompany his representations on the kind of 
neutrality legislation to be enacted with strong recommendations for the increase of 
the efficiency of the Army, and the support of the Navy, including replacement of 
battleships and other craft. 











Joint Ownership of Automobiles—The Comptroller General this week gave an 
aflirmative reply to a query from the Secretary of the Navy, who desired to know 
whether or not the act authorizing the payment of travel mileage employees for 
the use of “his own car,” was authorized when the car was jointly owned by 
husband and wife. . 

“The words ‘own automobile’ as used in the act of February 14, 1931, 46 Stat. 
1108, and in the amendment of March 3, 1933, 47 Stat. 1516,” the comptroller stated, 
“have been construed by this office as requiring legal ownership. The name in 
which an automobile is registered constitutes record evidence of the legal owner- 
ship thereof with respect to claims for mileage under said act; for that reason 
a car registered in the name of a person other than the employee claiming the

Comp. Gen. 23. A joint title in personal property implies joint ownership—that 
is, a common property interest enjoyed by two or more persons, each having the 
same right to the use or benefit of the property. With respect to an automobile 
registered jointly in the name of husband and wife each may be considered ag 
legal owner thereof. You are informed that where the automobile used by an 
employee, previously authorized to travel in his own automobile on a mileage basis 
on official business away from his designated post of duty, under the act of 1931, 
us amended, is registered jointly in the name of such employee and his wife, the 
automobile will be considered as the employee’s ‘own automobile’ within the 
provisions of the act of February 14, 1931, 46 Stat. 1003, as amended.” 


Assumes Cruiser Division Command—Rear Arm. Frank H. Sadler, USN, assumed 
command of Cruiser Division Six, Scouting Force, at San Diego, Calif., Monday, Dee, 
28, 1936, relieving Rear Adm.

“Lowest First-Class Rates”’—The Comptroller General this week, upon presenta- 
tion by the Secretary of the Navy, rescinded his ruling of Sept, 9, 1936 that carriers 
would be paid only the lowest first-class fare when the transportation request 
calls for higher-priced accommodations, 

The Secretary of the Navy asked the Comptroller if the Sept. 9 ruling revoked 
the following earlier rulings under which higher-priced accommodations were an- 
thorized : 

“In a decision of September 9, 1933, A-4856S, it was held that the most that 
may be allowed from public funds for the cost of accommodations in a sleeping 
car is the regular charge for lower berth. In a decision dated June 26, 1933, 
A-49378, and again in 15 Comp. Gen. 188, it was held that drawing rooms in 
sleeping curs may be used at public expense where necessary in the transportation 
of prisoners. In a decision dated March 31, 1934, A-53823, it was held that higher 
than minimum first class accommodation is authorized at public expense for 
movement of detachment of troops. In a decision dated May 31, 1933, A-48894, it was 
held that where the use of extra fare trains is due to need of the service extra 
fure trains may be considered ‘the transportation facility used.’ ” 

In reply the Comptroller stated: “The intention of the decision of Sept. 9, 

1936, was merely to stop the practice of paying the carrier-—particularly for trans- 
portation by water—more than the lowest first-class fare when the known facts 
and circumstances are such as to require the collection of the excess from the 
traveler by the Government. Said decision was not intended to and did not change 
any decisions such as those referred to in your letter, supra, in which the act of 
March 3, 19383, was held inapplicable, due to the fact that the transportation 
furnished involved more than the transportation of an officer or employee or 
their dependents. Upon further consideration and in view of the fact that such 
exceptions necessitate the use of transportation requests when the travel does 
not come within the purview of the act of March 8, 1933, and the carrier would 
not be in a position to determine whether the transportation request presented to 
them involved such an exception, the rule stated in the decision of September 9, 
1936, to the effect that the carrier will be paid only the lowest first-class fare 
when the transportation request specifically calls for higher priced accommoda- 
tions, appears impracticable of operation, and is hereby rescinded,” 
Purchase of Merchant Marine Vessel—RBoth the War and Navy Departments are 
likely, it is understood, to return an unfavorable reply to the inquiry of the newly 
organized Maritime Commission as to whether either Department desires to pur- 
chase the Leviathan for use in case of war as an auxiliary vessel for the transpor- 
tation of troops and supplies, 

The Leviathan has not been operated as a passenger liner since she was 
purchased in 1931 by the United States Lines from the Shipping Board under a 
contractural agreement that called for seven round trip voyages from the Atlantic 
coast to Europe in the period between 1931 and 1936. About a year ago, the 
company was released from this agreement by the Secretary of Commerce on 
the strength of contentions that high operating costs made the Leviathan a losing 
commercial venture in competition with faster and newer foreign vessels. The 
Leviathan has been tied up at Hoboken and the Maritime Commission has in- 
formed the United States Lines that the ship must be maintained in good con- 
dition until she has finally been disposed of. 

During the World War the Leviathan was operated by the Navy Department 
as a troop transport. Through rearrangement of her deck and cargo spaces her 
troop capacity was increased to 10,000 men and she carried many thousands of 
troops to France and back home after the armistice. 

Many oflicers consider the Leviathan as of such tremendous potential value 
as a troop transport in the event of any future overseas expedition, that her re 
tention as an “out of Commission” vessel should be continued until replacement 
ships of equal carrying capacity shall have been built. 


Economy of Mechanization—Although a future war would be a “war of machines, 
it would be less expensive in lives and money than the trench warfare of the past, 
according to Maj. John K. Christmas, OD, USA, in an article published in Army 
Ordnance this week. Despite recent foreign charges that American tanks are 
“second-rate by European standards,” the author says that “American automotive 
ordnance compares very favorably to that now in use by the armed forces 0 
foreign nations.” 

A light tank in large-quantity production could be produced for abou what it 
costs to train, equip, and care for one combat soldier. Tanks not only protect the 
soldier, thus reducing casualties in battle, but their much greater fire power makes 
it possible for fewer men to do more fighting than ever before. “Mechanization, 
writes Major Christmas, “lets the machine do most of the dirty work of oe, 
while more men stay at home to produce the greatly increased number of fighting 
machines required.” > aii 

This increased demand for combat vehicles will impose an enormous task —_ 
on the Army and on private industry, the article continues. When it is remembered 
that there were on order for the American Expeditionary Force in November, 1918, 
some 22,000 tanks and 25,000 artillery tractors, it can be seen “that in a future

major war our demands for track-type vehicles of all kinds will run into the 
hundreds of thousands.” It is significant that the two classes of tanks most neces 
sary for combat “are not now commercially available.” 

Ilowever, private industry and the military services in all industrial nations 
have greatly improved the tank of World War days. In 1918, tanks bad a maxi 
mum speed of about six miles per hour; a weight of up to forty-five tons; a 
mediocre mechanical reliability and a mileage life of 25 to about 100 miles between 
major mechanical overhauls. “Now,” the Army Ordnance article states, “a tank 
may be expected to run for several thousands of miles without any mechanical 
failures . today the armies of the world have tanks ranging in weight from 
1% to 141 tons; with tank crews from one to 17 men; speeds from 5 to 50 miles 
per hour (on tracks) ; armor from one-eighth to 2 inches thick ; tank guns from light 
machine guns to G-inch guns.” 


Travel Allowances for Enlisted Men—The involved subject of travel allowances 
for enlisted men was treated of in a decision made public this week by the Comp 
troller General. The Paymaster of the Marine Corps called attention to the 
holding in the case of Joseph Anthony Bilba, seaman, Ist class, wherein it was 
stated : 

“***Where an enlisted man who was accepted for enlistment in the United 
States and who extends his enlistment is at the expiration of the original enlist- 
ment on a vessel at a port in the United States and later on the same date en 
route to a port in Alaska, he is entitled to travel allowance only from the pert 
in the United States to the place of acceptance for enlistment exactly what would 
bave accrued to him had he been discharged and immediately reenlisted.” 

“In this connection,” the Comptroller replied, “reference may be made to the 
act of June 12, 1906, 34 Stat. 247 (10 US Code, 748). The holding in the Bibla 
case makes no change in the rule applicable where sea travel is governed by the 
provisions of the act of September 22, 1922, 42 Stat. 1021 (10 USC 752). As 
travel between the United States and Alaska is not by the act of 196 to be re- 
girded as sea travel, to pay travel allowance therefor in the case presented would 
have required an attempt to determine the location of the ship on which the man was 
serving at midnight of the day on which the original enlistment terminated 
an impractical method. The man having been in a port of the United States 
on that day, had he not extended his enlistment he would have been actually 
discharged there, and as the act of 1912, 37 Stat. 331, respecting the extension of 
enlistments, provides that he should receive the same allowances as though dis- 
charged and reenlisted immediately on expiration of his term of enlistment, he 
was allowed travel allowance on the same basis as would have accrued had he 
been discharged and immediately reenlisted. Obviously, he could not be allowed 
travel allowance from the first port he reached in Alaska involving the sea dis- 
tance over which he traveled after the extension of his enlistment became effective.” 


Naval Recruiting—The personnel of the Navy Recruiting Station at Seattle, Wash., 
under the command of Lieut. Ff. M. Adams USN has established an all time high 
in the enlistment of high quality recruits for the naval service. For the calendar 
month of October, the enlistment quota for the Seattle station was set at 26 first 
enlistments. Of this number, Seattle accepted 25 who were graduates of high 
schools and the twenty sixth man had attended one year of college. For the past 
ten years, there has been a steady rise in the number of applicants for enlist- 
ment who have had one or more years of high school credits. During the past 
year, this number has attained record proportions, so that at the present time, 
the educational standard of the enlisted men in the fleet is the highest ever 
known in the history of the Navy. 

While the policy of the Naval Recruiting Service aims at accomplishment of 
enlisting applicants who have the highest educational records the Recruiting In- 
structions of the Bureau of Navigation make adequate provision for the enlistment 
of worthy applicants who through no fault of their own, have had to quit school 
Prior to graduation from high school. Such applicants are permitted to present 
evidence, in lieu of higher school records, to show that they have been steadily 
employed in responsible positions. : 

In consequence of the large number of applicants for enlistement in all sec- 
tions of the country permitting critical scrutiny of all who apply and of the rigid 
inquiries made by all recruiting personnel into the previous working, educational, 
and behavior records of all applicants, personnel losses in the fleet from causes 
other than honorable have dropped to the lowest point in the history of the Navy.

Sale of Army Airplane Engines 

Disclosure that the State Department 
had granted a license to Robert Cuse to 
export airplanes to the Madrid govern- 
ment was followed this week with in- 
creased activity to tighten up the neu- 
trality law. 

Revelation that some of the airplane 
engines obtained by Cuse, whose firm, 
Vimalert Co. Ltd., figured in the 1980 Con- 
gressional investigation of Communist 
activities in the United States, were pur- 
chased from the Army, was followed by a 
statement that any airplanes for which a 
license to export has been furnished must 
have been purchased from the Army long 
prior to the present civil disturbance in 
Spain. 

“In accordance with law,” Secretary 
Woodring said, “any airplane engines de- 
clared surplus in the Air Corps are first 
submitted to the Director of the Procure- 
ment Division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to determine whether or not they 
can be used by any other Government De- 
partment. On being informed that there 
is no such use, the War Department, still 
in conformity to regulations, puts out pro- 
posals for sealed bids on the engines. 
With the exception of some Liberty en- 
gines of war-time construction all of the 
airplane engines disposed of by the War 
Department this year have been subjected 
to overhaul three or more times, were of 
obsolete design, and useless from the 
standpoint of any government agency. 
Furthermore, these engiaes are in no 
sense military, being simply counterparts 
of designs which are or might be used 
commercially, The only military adjunct, 
machine gun synchronizers, have been re- 
moved. 

“There have been two sales of War 
Department airplane engines during 1936 
—one lot being sold in the early part of 
January to the Vimalert Company ; 
another lot was purchased on November 
20 by the Martin Liling Company, New 
York. These latter have not yet been de- 
livered and it is possible that the delay 
may be made indefinite. Any airplane 
engines, therefore, for which a license to 
export has been obtained, must have been 
purchased long prior to the present civil 
disturbance in Spain.”

Relief of Disbursing Officers 

Continued efforts to secure legislation 
looking toward the relief of disbursing 
officers has been recommended by Maj. 
Gen. Fred. W. Boschen, chief of finance 
of the Army. 

“Annually,” General Boschen says in 
his report to the Secretary of War, “there 
are prepared in the office of the Chief of 
Finance, drafts of legislation looking 
to the relief of disbursing oflicers of the 
Army in whose accounts disallowances 
have arisen by reason of adverse deci- 
sions by The Comptroller General and 
the General Accounting Office, wherein 
it is proposed to clear such accounts with- 
out recourse to collection from the dis- 
bursing officer or the individual to whom 
the overpayment has been made. All of 
these cases are very carefully considered 
and submitted only when facts and cir- 
cumstances surrounding the occurrence 
indicate that in all justice to the parties 
concerned such relief should be sought. 
Ordinarily all items of this character are 
earried in one bill. 

“Certain claims which, under existing 
laws and regulations, can not be settled 
by the War Department, or any other 
governmental activity, but which by their 
nature appear to be meritorious, are also 
combined in one measure and submitted 
to the Congress for enactment. Fre- 
quently, the moving consideration for the 
submission of bills of this character is an 
endeavor to maintain with the civilian 
population amiable relationship. 

“Since the financial affairs concerning 
the work of the CCC have been handled 
by the Chief of Finance, cases have arisen 
where, due to the enormous magnitude 
of the work involved, and in many cases 
due to the inability or inexperience of 
the officers concerned to actually protect 
the interests of the Government in the 
payment of enrollees and allottees of en- 
rollees it has been found necessary, in 
the past, to submit one bill for the relief 
of disbursing officers and others thus in- 
volved. 

“Note :—a. In this connection atten- 
tion is invited to the fact that it is a 
physical impossibility for a disbursing 
officer to personally examine, compute, 
verify, ete., every voucher that is pre- 
sented to him for payment, and he is, 
therefore, compelled to rely on the ci- 
vilian or enlisted personnel of his office 
to perform these routine duties for which 
he, the disbursing officer, is held per- 
sonally responsible under his bond. 

“b. In many cases, particularly those 
relating to the payment of enrollees and 
the allottees of enrollees, disbursing offi- 
cers make payments in good faith, upon 
the certificate of the Company Com- 
mander, and later, when it is found 'that 
entries on the pay rolls are erroneous, 
the disbursing officer is held responsible 
therefor under his bond, when in fact his 











only function in connection therewith 
was the payment of a voucher, properly 
certified, which in many cases comes to 
him from a distance of many hundreds 
of miles, and of which he can not have 
any knowledge, except what is stated 
thereon. 

“At the last Congress an attempt was 
made to secure the enactment of a 
measure which would give the Secretary 
of War the authority to clear the ae. 
counts of disbursing officers of minor dis. 
allowances—mathematical errors § and 
other inconsequential items—that have 
arisen in their accounts. It is proposed 
to again submit this legislation to the 
75th Congress, it having received favor. 
able consideration in the Senate, but was 
not favorably considered by the House 
Committee. If it is possible to obtain 
this legislation, many of the items occur. 
ring in omnibus relief measures in the 
past could be eliminated, and same 
would materially aid the War Depart- 
ment. 

“Note. In this connection attention is 
invited to the fact that the Government 
can well follow the procedure of com- 
mercial firms in similar cases for the 
reason that the cost of recovery of the 
small amounts in question is many times 
the amount involved. 

“At the last session of Congress a bill 
was introduced, at the request of the 
Secretary of the Interior, to clear the 
accounts of disbursing officers for pay- 
ments pursuant to certain adjustments 
and increases in compensation to govern- 
ment officers and employees. Repre- 
sentatives of the office of the Chief of 
Finance appeared before the House Com- 
mittee having this bill under consider- 
ation and it was favorably reported by 
that committee. However, due to the 
lateness of the session, it received no 
consideration on the calendar. It is pro- 
posed to again submit this piece of legis- 
lation as a War Department measure 
and press it to enactment.”

Award of Distinguished Flying 
Cross 

Announcement is made of the following 
award of the Distinguished Flying Cross 
(Posthumous) : 

“Donald W. Buckman, captain (first lieu- 
tenant), Air Corps, USA. For heroism while 
participating in an aerial flight from March 
Field, Calif., to Bakersfield, Calif., Nov. 1 
1935. While piloting a C-14 airplane carrying 
three passengers, Captain Buckman was 
seized by an excruciating pain in the vicinity 
of his heart, when he was approximately fifty 
miles from his destination. Although suffer- 
ing intensely, Captain Buckman maintained 
control of his ship and effected a safe land- 
ing at Bakersfield Airport, Calif., where he 
collapsed and died shortly afterwards.”

C. L. Ellis, USA-Ret., of San Francisco, 
won the novice stake for Springer 
spaniels Dec. 20 at Salinas, Calif. 
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Foreign Field Artillery 

Developments during the past year in 
the field artillery of the principal foreign 
nations have been under study in the office 
of the Chief of Field Artillery continuous- 
ly. The following summary, as reported 
to the Secretary of War by Maj. Gen. Up- 
ton Birnie, jr., Chief of Field Artillery, 
includes the principal items of current in- 
terest. 

France 

“Twenty-two per cent of the division 
artillery now is motorized, whereas in 
1934 the proportion was slightly under 
three per cent. The total number of bat- 
teries of division artillery has been re- 
duced from 184 to 140. The 155-mm. ho- 
witzers of divisions and corps still are 
horse-drawn. Changes are affected large- 
ly by considerations of economy. 


Great Britain 

“There has been a gradual increase in 
motorization, save for the forces in India. 
British practice in motorization is unique 
in that a 2-wheel transport wagon, similar 
to our limber, is inserted between the 
prime mover (a full-track tractor) and 
the piece. 

Japan 

“No new developments ure reported in 
weapons, technical methods, or motoriza- 
tion. The total artillery of divisions has 
been increased from 136 batteries of 75- 
mm. guns and pack howitzers and 105- 
mm. howitzers, to 225 batteries. Army ar 
tillery has been increased slightly. Japan 
has no corps organization. 

Germany 

“Reports indicate that the new infan- 
try division artillery consists of two regi- 
ments, one light and one medium. The 
light regiment is of three battalions (9 
batteries, 36 pieces) of 105-mm. howit- 
zers; it is horse-drawn. 

“The medium regiment is of two bat- 
talions, one horse-drawn and one motor- 
ized. Each battalion has one battery of 
105-mm. guns and two batteries of 150- 
mm. howitzers, a total for the battalion 
of 12 pieces, and for the regiment of 24 
pieces. 

“Thus the division artillery consists of 
60 pieces of 105-mm. and 150-mm. caliber. 

“The weapons of the medium regiment 
are of new type. The carriages for both 
the guns and the howitzers are identical. 
The weight of either weapon in the firing 
position is about 13,000 pounds. The car- 
riage permits 47 degrees of elevation and 
60 degrees of traverse; it has no shield. 
The tubes are unusually long, the maxi- 
mum range being 20,000 yards for the gun 
and 15,000 yards for the howitzer. The 
prime movers of the motorized units are 
half-track tractors, with seats for the gun 
crew. 

Italy 
; “The transport employed in divisions 
includes pack mules, animal draft, and 
motors. Diesel engines are being tried 
out for heavy trucks, since the fuel oil 
hecessary is obtainable from the Sicilian 
and Abruzzian asphalt bases. Six army 
corps have been using a special alcohol- 
base carburant for about two years. A 
three-quarter-ton truck capable of ascend- 
ing 42 per cent grades has been devel- 
oped ; the engine is air-cooled; there is a 
device to prevent backward roll; steering, 
driving, and braking is by all four wheels. 
rhe Pavesi tractor for light field artillery, 
now under test, is particularly adapted to 
difficult terrain, and is said to be capable 
of 12 miles per hour on unimproved roads. 
It has large wheels with folding paddles. 

“Data as to the extraordinary experi- 
ence of the Italians in Ethiopia are not 
yet available in complete form. It is 
known, however, that, despite the large 
degree of motorization, many animals 
were used. In one instance, the Italians 
transported 1,000 tons of supplies a dis- 
tance of 1,000 kilometers in 17 days by 
‘60 airplane flights. Animal draft was 
hot used, the roads being employed for 
motor transport and the trails for pack 
transport. Camels, asses, and mules were 
py i number of mules reaching about 
bs The Italian mule was regarded as 
Superior to the American. Forage was 
shipped from Italy. 

‘Pictures of Italian weapons, tanks, 
and vehicles emphasize low relief. 

* Russia 

The Russians have established an 





‘Academy of Motorization and Mechaniza- 
tion’ for company officers. The student 
body numbers 2,000 and the corps of in- 
structors 350. The course is four years. 
The curriculum includes general engineer- 
ing and artillery gunnery. The buildings 
and equipment are the most modern ob- 
tainable. 
Conclusions 

“Motorization increases. The political 
situation in many countries demands the 
ready availability of special military ve- 
hicles, as contrasted to the American pol- 
icy of adapting military needs to civil 
practice. The trend is toward heavier ar- 
tillery with the division. The continued 
study of sound-ranging, notably in Ger- 
many, Russia, and Turkey, indicates that 
the possibility of stabilized situations is 
not overlooked in striving for mobility.” 


Training Stresses Motorization 

While continuing in force for another 
year the training directive for 1936-37, 
the War Department announced this 
week additional instructions aimed to ob- 
tain the greatest possible benefits from 
motorization. 

“To obtain the full benefit” the supple- 
mentary instructions state, “of increased 
speed and mobility resulting from motori 
zation, and to insure that cognizance is 
taken of the increased fire power and 
shock action resulting from improved 
weapons and mechanization, field exer 
cises will emphasize the following trend 





in tactical doctrine: 

“a. Greater distances in operations of 
reconnaissance and security detachments. 

“b. More extended formations and 
wider envelopments in the attack. 

“ec. Greater distribution in width and 
depth, and larger and more mobile re- 
serves in the defense. 

“d. Provision for all around defense by 
larger units and for close defense by 
smaller units, including combat and ser 
vice echelons in rear areas. 

“e. Provision for immediate protection 
against low-flying aircraft by all units, 
using available small arms and automatic 
weapons. 

“f. Use of camouflage and cover, night 
and cross country marches, distribution 
into smaller groups in combat and into 
appropriate formations on the march, to 
give greater protection against aerial at- 
tack and observation. 

“9g. Use of warning and fragmentary 
orders to expedite execution of opera- 
tions. 

“h. Full utilization of motor transpor- 
tation in the movement of personnel and 


supplies, through coordinated pooling, 
control and operation on a = multitrip 
basis. 


“i, Stricter motor trafic control. 

“To the extent that the local situation 
permits, the annual march will be con- 
ducted under simulated war conditions 
While there is no objection to including 
points of interest in the itinerary of the 





march, its primary purpose is profes- 
sional training. 

“In spite of the increased use of motors 
for strategic transport, foot troops must 
continue to march on foot in the forward 
areas of combat. High standards in foot 
marching, especially at night and across 
country, will be maintained. 

“Class I Supply and the supply of real 
or represented ammunition will be actu- 
ally operated in at least part of the field 
exercises of all units. When applicable, 
changes in the technique of supply re- 
quired by conversion from animal to 
motor transport will be tested. 

“The instruction necessary to insure 
proper maintenance of organic motor 
transportation will be conducted in post 
and troop schools.” 


Discharge Reserves 

Maj. Gen. Frank R. MeCoy, command- 
ing general of the Second Corps Area, 
this week notified all Reserve Officers in 
his area that paragraph 74f, AR 1405, 
provides that reserve officers entering 
the military service of a foreign country 
or leaving the United States for such 
purpose are subject to immediate dis 
charge.

Army personnel traveling by govern- 
ment or privately owned conveyance will 
hereafter be paid mileage for the actual 
distance traveled as shown by speedom- 
eter readings rather than in accordance 
with the Office Mileage Tables wherever 
such actual distance does not exceed the 
Table distance. 

The change, announced in circular 85 
published below, was made, it was said, 
because it was found that highway con- 
nections between places were often 
shorter than the railroad distances on 
which the official tables are based. Where 
speedometer readings are not available 
the distance will be computed on the 
basis of the shortest usually traveled 
highway distance between the points of 
travel as shown by the standard highway 
mileage guides. 

Pending the revision of AR 35-4820, Sept. 
24, 1928; AR 35-4880, Dee, 15, 1924; and AR 
35-MR0, Dec. 2, 1929, the following changes 
in those regulations are published: 

1. AR 35-4820. 

1. Statutory provisions, 

ec. When travel is performed by Govern- 
ment- or privately-owned conveyance, places 
between which the travel was performed and 
speedometer readings representing the dis- 
tances traveled must be shown on mileage 
or reimbursement vouchers which will be 
accepted as prima facie evidence of the cor- 
rectness of such distances, provided that 
where such distances are in excess of those 
shown In the Official Mileage Tables or W. D., 
F. D. Form No. 46 (Request for Official Dis- 
tance), computed as provided in a above, the 
latter distances will govern; provided further 
that where speedometer readings are not 
available, distances will be computed on the 
basis of the shortest usually traveled high- 
way distance between the points of travel as 
shown by standard highway mileage guides 
such as the publications of the American 
Automobile Association or the Rand and Me- 
Nally Standard Highway Guide. 

16. General.-a, Individuals belonging to 
the Army including the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the Organized Reserves, and the En- 
listed Reserve Corps, traveling under compe- 
tent orders which entitle them to transpor- 
tation or transportation and subsistence, as 
distinguished from mileage, who travel by 
privately-owned conveyance shall be en- 
titled, in lieu of transportation by the short- 
est usually traveled route now authorized by 
law to be furnished in kind, to a money 
allowance at the rate of 3 cents per mile for 
the same distance: Provided, That this pro- 
vision shall not apply to any person entitled 
to traveling expenses under the “Subsistence 
Expense Act of 1926." See act May 29, 1928 
(45 Stat. 975; U. S. C, 37:20a; see, 1543, M. L., 
192).

Philippine Defense Plan 


(Following is the seventh installment 
of the text of Maj. Gen. Douglas Mae- 
Arthur's “Report on National Defense 
in the Philippines” in which as Military 
Advisor to the Philippine President and 
Field Marshal of the Philippines he pre- 
sents his plan for making the islands 
defensively impregnable.) 


Training includes all activities intended 
to produce individual and collective pro- 
ficiency in the Army. To establish an ef- 
fective and unified training system that 
will promptly reach every unit and man 
of the new Army throughout the Islands 
presents particularly acute problems be- 
cause of the paucity of instructors. Train- 
ing and indoctrination is a progressive 
process from top to bottom, and in each 
successively lower echelon of command, 
down to include necessary enlisted in- 
structors, increasingly large numbers of 
individuals must be trained in their duties 
before the whole instructional system can 
be placed on a permanently efficient basis. 

At the heart of the whole problem is 
the first necessity of assuring the pro- 
ficiency of the Regular Officer Corps. Tn- 
evitably, this body must establish the 
professional tone of the whole force. Since 
induction and training of the first incre- 
ment of trainees takes places in January, 
1937, by which time instructors in all 
echelons must be functioning satisfac. 
torily, the urgency of the matter becomes 
at once apparent. 

There is available, as heretofore stated, 
the officers of the old Constabulary who 
are well qualified as to character, basic 
education, and exemplary devotion to 
duty. Moreover, in the methods and prac- 
tices applying to Constabulary activities 
and field duties of very small units they 
are professionally able. But scarcely any 
of them have been experienced in the more 
difficult and intricate phases of military 
organization, training, supply, and leader- 
ship. 

Special training features, so far insti- 
tuted, deal principally, therefore, with the 
preparation of officers to discharge their 
important duties. For example, a training 
course was conducted at Manila early 
this spring for the instruction of officers 
detailed to give military training to se- 
lected teachers in the public school sys- 
tem. 

Upon my personal request the American 
Chief of Staff has extended special oppor- 
tunity for advanced military education to 
six officers of the Philippine Scouts who 
have indicated an intention of transfer- 
ring to the Philippine Army in the reason- 
ably proximate future. Specifically, the 
American Chief of Staff has authorized 
six of these officers to attend the Com- 
mand and General Staff School at Fort 
Leavenworth during the coming year, one 
of the finest institutions of its kind in 
the world. Tt is the intention to use these 
officers, after their graduation, as a 
faculty for a similar school to be estab- 
lished for the advanced training of se- 
lected officers of the new Army. Nego- 





tiations are now to be opened with the 
American Army looking to the annual de- 
tail to the Leavenworth School of a few 
officers of the Philippine Army who were 
formerly commissioned in the Constabu- 
lary. 

From among available officers who have 
attended the Infantry, Cavalry, Artillery, 
or other special schools of the American 
Army, faculties will be selected, as soon 
as practicable, for the establishment of 
similar institutions in the Philippine 
Army. Lacking schools of this type, the 
attainment of the necessary technical effi- 
ciency will be a most difficult and need- 
lessly laborious process. 


All such schools must be carefully 
codrdinated, both as to curricula and to 
the selection of student bodies, so as to 
combine into one efficient educational sys- 
tem. As the effects of this educational 
process permeate the whole oflicer corps, 
they will be reflected throughout the 
Army in improved training methods, 
economies, and in a constantly increasing 
readiness for emergency. 

A matter having an important bearing 
upon training of commissioned personnel 
is the instructional course at the Military 
Academy. Eventually the major portion 
of all officers commissioned annually in 
the professional corps should have the 
advantage of the specialized preparation 
made available by the government in this 
school. Its present capacity is far too 
small for attainment of this objective. 
Projects looking toward the enlargement 
of the institution and the expansion and 
improvement of the curriculum are still 
in process of preparation. Already, how- 
ever, plans have been perfected whereby 
the student body during the coming year 
will be much stronger than ever before 
and progress in improving the efficiency 
of the institution will be rapid. 

My own oflice has the duty of devising 
practicable plans for raising the technical 
efficiency of the whole Army. Included in 
this responsibility is the important func- 
tion of assuring the professional ability of 
the General Staff and the heads of Ad- 
ministrative Services. Consequently, the 
American Mission assists Army Head- 
quarters constantly in the consideration 
of its basic problems, not only so as to 
arrive at reasonable solutions, but to 
familiarize the various officials concerned 
with accepted methods and procedure in 
handling all matters involving military 
direction and control. This type of assist- 
ance constitutes practical instruction of 
unusual effectiveness, and engages, in 
their respective capacities, the attention 
of all individuals on my staff. Without 
exception, they report remarkable prog- 
ress on the part of every officer of the 
new Army with whom they habitually 
come in contact. 

In the interests of economy and efli- 
ciency the instruction of trainees for ser- 
vice in the Reserve Force is to be accom- 
plished in small detachments, each lo- 
eated conveniently to the homes of the 
individuals composing it. The average 
strength will be about 150 trainees, and 
the permanent instructional force will 
consist of one officer and from eight to 
twelve enlisted men. 

Reasonable proficiency in each of these 
instructional groups must be definitely 
assured before training of companies can 
be efficiently undertaken. Personnel must 
be so selected as to assure efficient oper- 
ation in all necessary functions of supply, 
subsistence, sanitation, and control, as 
well as in the all-important duty of train- 
ing. By January 1, 19387, these cadres 
must be, in all respects, ready to receive 
recruits, and to begin their effective train- 
ing without delay. This task is now engag- 
ing the earnest attention of Army Head- 
quarters. The intelligence, determination, 
and energy with which it is being handled 
give ample assurance of success. 

To facilitate the institution of reason- 
ably efficient military training courses in 
the public school system during the com- 
ing year a special thirty-day preparatory 
course for selected teachers was carried 
out during late April and early May. This 
training was given in 37 camps con- 
veniently located throughout the Islands, 
under charge of Army instructors who 
had themselves previously undergone 
special instructional courses in the City 
of Manila. 





Results obtained in the teachers’ train- 
ing camp were eminently satisfactory, 
Graduates totaled 2,786 teachers, while 
applications for attendance at the camps 
far exceeded the capacity of available fa- 
cilities. The enthusiasm, energy, and devo- 
tion to duty of the teachers were exem- 
plary. The success attained in the camps 
not only augurs well for the future effj- 
ciency of the whole system of preliminary 
military instruction in the publie schools, 
but convincingly demonstrates the suit- 
ability of the teacher group as an addi- 
ticnal source of commissioned personnel 
for the Reserve Force. 


Provision of Physical Plant Required 

The defense plan requires construction 
of some 128 establishments which will be 
classified as “Training Cadres.” Each of 
these is to house, on the average, 160 indi- 
viduals as well as to provide locally the 
necessary secure storage for arms and 
equipment. Their cost, exclusive of land, 
but including shelter, sewage and water 
systems, and roads, is estimated at ap- 
proximately 16,500 each. Mobilization 
Centers will likewise be required, at the 
rate of one per battalion of the Organized 
Reserve Force. Normally they will be- 
located at Training Cadre stations, 
Permanent quarters will be required for 
the Regular Division, the bulk of which is 
ultimately to be located in Luzon. Other 
facilities will necessarily be constructed 
for storage and transportation of sup- 
plies, for the evacuation and care of the 
disabled, for commissioned and enlisted 
schools, and for other essential services, 

Originally it was hoped, and believed, 
that during the very early years of the 
Commonwealth the Philippine Scouts of 
the American Army could train, with no 
great expense to the local government ex- 
cept for pay and subsistence, a very con- 
siderable body of trainees to be used in 
establishing the nuclei of Reserve units. 
Because of a lack of available facilities 
this hope has failed to materialize, and 
consequently a comprehensive training 
system must be immediately instituted by 
ourselves. To accomplish this, the con- 
struction of Training Cadres, which was 
at first planned as a progressive develop- 
ment to be completed over a period of 
four years, must now be undertaken with- 
out delay. This does not involve increased 
costs, but does require considerable re- 
adjustment in planned expenditures, A 
complete military plant will not be built 
immediately, but only that portion which 
is essential to orderly development of the 
Army. Under the Tydings-McDutflie Act, 
extensive properties now occupied by the 
American Army will eventually revert to 
the Philippine Government, and it is ob- 
viously the part of wisdom to avoid, so far 
as possible, all expense for structures 
which will have no further usefulness 
after the indicated transfer takes place. 
Nevertheless, the situation now existing 
demands that the maximum possible por- 
tion of the 1987 military appropriation 
be devoted to construction. The Budget 
to be presented to the National Assembly 
this summer will, with the President’s ap- 
proval, provide all necessary readjust- 
ments. 

One immediately important need in this 
category is suitable facilities for Army 
Headquarters. The President, in person, 
found a satisfactory solution for this 
problem by directing that the building 
heretofore used by the Bureau of Print- 
ing be made available. Efficiency will be 
greatly increased the moment that actual 
occupation can be accomplished, which it 
is understood will be in the near future. 

Construction at Camp Murphy has pro- 
ceeded satisfactorily. The air-field and 
hangar are already being used, although, 
of course, in a partially completed state. 
Barracks and officers’ quarters and other 
facilities will be ready for their projected 
use by January 1, 1987. When completed, 
this post will adequately house the troops 
that will, by reason of their location, be 
known as the “Manila Garrison.” Head- 
quarters of the Ist Regular Division will 
be stationed at Camp Murphy. 

Registration 

The law provides for the annual r 
tration of all twenty-year-old men in the 
Philippines. The registration period 18 
fixed as the first week in April and since, 
for the 1936 registration, all essential

machinery had to be designed and con- 
structed within a space of twelve weeks, 
this task presented administrative prob- 
lems of unusual difficulty. 

Nothing but praise is due Army Head- 
quarters for the eflicient way in which 
this work was performed. The response 
of the young men required by law to regis- 
ter was exemplary. The number recorded, 
almost 150,000, even exceeded the figure 
that had been initially estimated as rep- 
resenting the total number of survivors 
of male children born in 1916. Although 
registration is legally prescribed as a 
civie duty devolving upon individual citi- 
zens, the promptness, enthusiasm, and 
splendid results that characterized the 
first registration can be considered as 
no less than an expression of the deter- 
mination of Filipinos to create an effec- 
tive defense for their nation. 

Coincidently with the work of pre- 
paring for and carrying out registration, 
plans were developed for systematizing 
the selection of specific individuals for 
training, as prescribed by law. Necessary 
regulations were drawn up; Boards, as 
required by law, were constituted, and 
at the proper time were fully ready to 
earry out their part of the process of in- 
ducting citizens for military training. The 
first class of trainees to undergo a full 
period of instruction will assemble Jan- 
uary 1, 1937. Their number will be 20,- 
000, to be succeeded by a group of equal 
size on July 1st of the same year. 


Immediately Important Problems 

The tasks now assuming the most press- 
ing importance in the further develop- 
ment of the defensive system are: 

Provision of the physical plant re- 
quired, particularly for accommodation 
of 20,000 trainees assembling in January, 
1937. 

Professional instruction of all elements 
with first emphasis upon the Regular Offi- 
cer Corps. 

Completion of organization in Army 
Headquarters and in general administra- 
tive overhead. 

Procurement, distribution, and care of 
supplies and equipment required by 
trainees assembling next January. 

Reorganization of the Military Acad- 
emy. 

Continuation of Air Corps development. 

Organization of Reserve Cadres. 

Progress in a multitude of other essen- 
tial details must, of course, parallel that 
in these projects. Those just enumerated, 
however, are the tasks upon which maxi- 
mum effort will be concentrated during 
the ensuing year, so that equally impor- 
tant steps may be taken up in logical 
turn and the objective of adequate secur- 
ity at minimum cost fully attained within 
the allotted span of ten years. 


Outlook 

Strategically, the defensive situation 
that will exist in the Philippines after 
the Defense Plan has attained fruition, 
will, in many important respects, be a 
very favorable one. Admittedly, the effec- 
tiveness of the whole would be vastly 
increased if supported by a powerful navy 
and large air contingents. Even in the 
absence of such support, however, the 
Problem of reducing the Philippine de- 
fenses will present to any potential in- 
vader such difficult problems as to give 
pause even to the most ruthless and pow- 
erful. 

_ The first element of strength in this 
Situation is the geographical isolation of 
the Philippines. Aside from possible air 
raids any attack upon them will be, per- 
force, an overseas expedition, accom- 
panied by all difficulties characteristic of 
such enterprises. Even where no real 
resistance on land is to be anticipated, 
and defensive equipment capable of in- 
jJuring ships at sea is practically non-exis- 
tent, an overseas expedition still requires 
careful and elaborate preparation. Ships 
must be withdrawn from commercial ac- 
tivities and transformed into troop trans- 
Ports. Debarkation facilities must be pro- 
vided and continuity of supply must be 
assured. In addition, naval vessels must 
accompany troop ships in order to guard 
against the possibility of isolated surprise 
attack. In the World War, the transpor- 





tation of the American Army overseas 
did not involve a landing against a de- 
fended shore line. Yet, even so, it was 
a year and three months after the entry 
of America into the conflict before our 
troop shipments attained their maximum 
monthly size, and more than a year before 
our first complete division was assigned 
an active part in battle field operations. 

All these difficulties of transportation, 
supply, protection, and maintenance are 
intensified the moment that there is to be 
anticipated even slight resistance at the 
shore line. Tactically, the most difficult 
of all operations is that of attacking, from 
small boats, a force defending a coast. 
The outstanding World War example of 
these difficulties was the operation at 
Gallipoli. The naval attacks originally 
launched were opposed only by antiquated 
forts. Yet in spite of careful preparation, 
continuous bombardment by superior 
forces, and persistent attacks extending 
over many weeks, the effect produced was 
never so noticeable as to encourage the 
Allied navies to more precipitate action. 
When an army had finally been concen- 
trated and transported to the peninsula it 
encountered resistance, principally from 
infantry, that in many cases decimated 
whole divisions in their attempts to land 
and so limited every penetration, even 
where partial landings were effected, that 
eventually the whole attempt had to be 
given up as an utter failure. The cost in 
lives and treasure of that abortive un- 
dertaking will never be accurately known, 
but it was so great as to impress every 
thoughtful soldier and sailor, and to in- 
sure that armies and navies will under- 
take with extreme reluctance any similar 
operation in the future. 


OBITUARIES 


Capt. A. C. Perrin, OD, USA, who has 
heen stationed at Springfield Armory 
since Dec. 17, 1934, died after a brief ill- 
ness on Saturday, Dee. 19, 1936, at the 
Army Hospital at Fort Banks, Mass. 

Ile was born in Texas on August 20, 
1894, and graduated from the Texas A. & 
M. College in 1917. In November of that 
vear he was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant of Infantry and September, 1918, 
received his commission as first lieuten 
unt. He was transferred to the Ordnance 
Department on June 29, 1922, and pro 
moted to the rank of captain on Jan. 14, 
1930. 

Captain Perrin graduated from the In 
fantry School at Ft. Benning in 1921 and 
from the Tank School there later in the 
same year. In 1926 he graduated from 
the Ordnance School at Watertown Ar 
senal. 

Captain Perrin leaves his widow, Mrs. 
Stella L. Perrin, and one daughter, Bey 
erly, a student in the local High School. 
The body was taken to Boerne, Texas, for 
the funeral and burial. 


Alexander Andrew Laundishef, C.1B.M., 
USN, died at his home in Colon, Panama, 
Dec. 18, 1936. Widely known in the Navy 
because of his years of service as the 
Chief Patrol Officer of the Navy’s night 
patrol in Colon, his career would rival 
any of Richard Harding Davis’ soldiers 
of fortune. 

Born in Suram, near Tiflis, the capital 
of Caucasia, May 23, 1868, he was direct 
descendent of Abdur Lungis-Khan who 
was awarded the title of Ataman of Cos 
sacks for services rendered to Russia in 
the Crimea. He ran away from the Cos 
sack Cadet School rather than bear wit- 
ness against his brother and cousins who 
became involved in a fight with a gypsy 
camp in which a number of gypsies were 
seriously wounded. He joined a traveling 
circus and went to Egypt. At Cairo he 
joined a military camel transport of the 
English army asa helper with the camels. 
Following an encounter with the Arabs 
in which he distinguished himself he was 
made mascot of the 19th Bussars and 
furnished with a uniform and complete 
equipment. Arriving in Alexandria he 
shipped in a Swedish vessel as an ordin- 
ary seaman for London. Leaving London 
he shipped on a British sailing ship, ar- 
riving at Vancouver, B. C., 208 days later 
during which time he sailed around Cape 





Horn. The first day after he landed in 
the United States he was shanghaied on 
an American sailing ship bound for New 
York via Cape Horn again, a trip of 207 
days duration. 

Hie first enlisted in the U. 8S. Navy, 
Oct. 19, 1887, under an assumed name. 
Following another reenlistment, he ship- 
ped in the Revenue Cutter Service for 
duty on the Pacific Coast, again under an 
assumed name. On Novy. 1, 1894, he be 
came a naturalized citizen of the United 
States and for the first time in 11 years 
used his own name. He later served under 
General Torres as a sergeant and Sub- 
Lieutenant as a Mexican rurale. Follow- 
ing enlistments in the Navy and Revenue 
Cutter Service, he enlisted in the Colom- 
bia Navy to fight against the Liberals. 
After independence of the new Republic 
was established he resigned from the 
Colombian Navy and entered the employ 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission as 
Coxswain. He was advanced to the rank 
of foreman which position he held until 
he resigned in order to enter the U. 8. 
Navy.

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Navy Studies Merchant Training 

The Federal Maritime Commission re- 
cently called on the Navy Department to 
make certain recommendations and regu- 
lations for training personnel of the 
American Merchant Marine. 

In compliance with the request from 
Rear Adm. Henry A. Wiley, USN-Ret., 
President of the Commission, Rear Adm. 
Adolphus Andrews, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, forwarded his 
ideas and proposals in a letter to Admiral 
Wiley. Just what the recommendations 
and regulations include can not be ascer- 
tained at present, but it is understood 
that they deal with the labor provisions 
of the Merchant Marine Act of the last 
Congress which established and set up 
the Federal Maritime Commission. These 
labor provisions include the fixing of 
minimum wages, maximum hours of em- 
ployment, improved working conditions, 
ete. 

Study is being given the proposals and 
recommendations of the Navy Depart- 
ment by the Maritime Commission, but 
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it is expected to be several weeks before 
anything comes out of it.

Financial Digest 

The condition statement of weekly re. 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities on Dec. 23, shows an increase for 
the week of $66,000,000 in total loans and 
investments, decreases of $51,000,000 in 
demand deposits-adjusted, $113,000,000 
in deposits credited to domestic banks, 
$112,000,000 in balances with domestic 
banks and $146,000,000 in reserve bal- 
ances with Federal Reserve banks, and 
an increase of $26,000,000 in borrowings, 


Loans to brokers and dealers in New 
York City increased $16,000,000, loans to 
brokers and dealers outside New York 
increased $5,000,000, and loans on securi- 
ties to others declined $6,000,000. Hold- 
ings of acceptances and commercial paper 
hought increased $5,000,000, real estate 
loans increased $2,000,000, and loans to 
banks increased $21,000,000. “Other 
loans” increased $32,000,000 in the New 
York district, $14,000,000 in the Chicago 
district, $10,000,000 in the Cleveland dis- 
trict and $58,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks. 






Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations declined $21,000,000 in 
the New York district, $9,000,000 in the 
San Francisco district and $20,000,000 at 
all reporting member banks, and in- 
creased $11,000,000 in the Cleveland dis- 
trict. Holdings of obligations fully guar- 
anteed by the United States Government 
increased $1,000,000. Holdings of “Other 
securities” declined $23,000,000 in the 
New York district and $16,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. 

Demand deposits-adjusted declined 
83,000,000 in the Chicago district, $27,- 
000,000 in the New York district and $51,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks. 
Time deposits increased $7,000,000 in the 
San Francisco district and $12,000,000 at 
all reporting member banks. Deposits 
credited to domestic banks declined $71,- 
000,000 in the New York district and 
$113,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks. Deposits credited to foreign 
banks declined $27,000,000 in the New 
York district. Borrowings increased $25,- 
000,000 in the New York district.

“Commissary Operation, During the 
fiseal vear 1936 the new accounting Sys 
iom for commissaries and the sale of 
other supplies and services approved by 
the Secretary of War Dee.
